I wonder 
if it sounds cock-eyed to you, to 
hear me talking like this, about 

new opportunities ”? 

Was it like that in your time? 
And did you ever get thinking 
about after the war; and whether 
you'd have to start all over again 

..or whether you'd be able to 
jump right in on something slap- 
up brand-new, and leave all the 
aimless, unfruitful days behind? 
Maybe I’m day-dreaming; I’m not 
sure....
